Little did my’ sister know that 
soon three other sisters ‘and two 
brothers were to follow her into 
the land of gold. 


Every bit' of printed paper that 
came to us from the numerous and 
other agencies about America,’ told 
of the finding of immense treasu- 
res of gold.’ Indeed, America was 
being called in the Fiddish verna- 
cular ‘America’ the Land’ of Gold’. 


Neighbors relatives, friends, all 
spoke of and prepared to emigrate 
to that land. At one time there’ was 
hardly a family from which at lea- 
st one member had not departed 
and gone to America. The boys be 
gan to play marbles for America 
stamps, then gradually they wear- 


ied of them, as they became so co- 
mmon. The mailcarriers were la- 
den with mail from all parts of 
America destined for almost every 
home of our acquaintanceship.

(In the midst of such hurry and 
(furry, such exits of pageants, win- 
ding their way towards travel, to- 
wards a mysterious country, so fil- 
led with riches and adventure, it 
was almost unreasonable to expect 
a young man of my age to remain 
unaffected. I caught the fever and 
had a violent dose of it which in- 
creased daily, yea, hourly, and I 
joined one of the many ‘American 
Clubs’, hastily gotten up by the 
tickets agents, in order to keep ‘th- 
ose who expected to depart for 
America, talkink and planning, and 
incidentally, advertising the forma- 
ation of large bodies of emigrants. 


My mother was heartbroken. when 
I confided to her my intentions of 
going to America. I’ told her that 
there I could find great schools in 
which to fit’ myself for the life 
which was to be mine as a leader 


of Israel, Where,’ I pleaded was 
there a more fitting place for a 
sheperd, except where his’ sheep 
were? This, was my masteystroke 
with my dear mother, and it land_ 
ed her approval. 


As to my father, he had already 
heard of the great opportunities for 
young men in the new world,—the 
world of power and wealth and 
invention, and although I erpected 
&reat opposition from him, he, on 
the contrary encouraged me and 
bride me be ready to join the very 
next company that left our home- 
land to-establish themselves in the 
New World. ,

The day came when I first be- 
held the strange skyline of New 
York, the statue of Liberty in its 
harbour, and Ellis Island,' 


a city with more than ten thousand 
inhabitants; who has mever s¢en 
more than one ship,— the one that 
just brought him— and a few row- 
boats at a time, . 


Here the buildings looked! like 
tall sticks, pulled up higher and 
higher, growing thinner and’ thin- 
er and losing their peaks in the 
clouds. The streets, thousands upon 
thousands of them, as you see them 
from the deck of your streamer, 
crowded with specs of human ity, 
countless, restless. Men of white, 
and brown, and yellow, and blatk 
colors; talkin, erying, shrieking;

Horse Hair 
Urgently Needed 


An appeal has been made to the 
farmers and others. working with 
horses to collect as much horse- 
hair als possible by saving combings 
from mane and tail and sell the 
hair promptly to dealers. Horsehair 
is urgently needed for Canada’s war 
production. The hair is employed 
for many purposes for example, 
to strengthen shock pads and the 
cushions in army tanks and aero- 
planes, and in the manufacture of 
mattresses for the navy. It is used 
to make brushes of all kinds-brush 
for cleaning guns special brushes 
Yor army. wavy, and vir force, and 
for industrial brushes in the war 
plants. If sufficient Canadian horse 
hair is not collected during this 
year to meet war and industrial de- 
mands, dressed horsehair mill have 
to be imported from Argentina at 
a big subsidy cost to Canada. The 
price for good quality ‘horsehair 
ranges from 30 to 50 cents per Ib.

Labour ie farming and its secon- 
dary industries, uotably meat pack- 
ing, was under review during a 
meeting of the Board of Directors, 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture, 
April 6 and 7, and major action 
taken was representation made to 
the Prime Minister and the Min. of 
National Defense (Army) for a re- 
consideration of the entire status 
of the Canadian Defense Army now 
maintained in the Pacific Arena. 


The Federation directors pointed 
to the constant shrinkage of the 
supply of available farm labour. 
a shrinkage which has necessitated 
use of German prisoners. of war 


and Japanese civilians. They stat-. 


ed ‘that in their opinion the older 
farm people now operating farms 
will be forced to reduce their vol- 
umes of production of several ma- 
jor farm commodittes particularly 
dairy produc{s and those from irr. 
igated lands, unless an ;.dded lab- 
our supply is tapped. 


From the viewpoint of laymen, 
the directors stated, an attack aga- 
inst this country by Japanese ex- 
tremely remote, if indeed possible 
fat all, and since the Pacific Coast 
defense force contains hundreds of 
men who are experienced and ski- 
led in farm work, this reservoir 
of manpower, made available for 
non-military work, would mater- 
ially aid in meeting the labour 
problem in other industries, part_ 
icularly packing houses, as well as 
on farms. 


Federation directors also rcques- 
ted the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Baird to designate an increased 
quota of the 1944 ammunition av- 
ailable for civilian use for the pro- 
tection of farm animals and poul- 
try and asked that the -distribution 
of the available supply be made in 
such a manner as will permit the 
farmers at small centres to purch- 
ase on a basis of equality with those 
living near larger towns and cities.
